A quarterly meeting of the Dublin Corpora- 
pow was held yesterday at the Council Chamber, 
ty Hall, the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor pre- 


siding. 
“ A MEMBER'S VOTE. 

r. ( took exception to the signing of 
the minutes of the Couticil of the 7th July, 
which raised a question as to a vote of a mem 
ber in a matter in which he had a pecuniary 
interest. The member was not now present, 
and he did not like to make a charge against a 
person who was absent. On the oceasion to 
which he referred the bona fides of the Local 
Government Board and their action in con- 
nection with housing was questioned by the 
Council and a resolution passed that the Local 
Governmont Board did not give the assistance 
which Mr. Macpherson claimed they had in his 
answer to the American delegation last May. 
On the 22nd August the Local: Government 
Board in a prosecution at their instigation were 
represented by a gentleman called Mr. D. 
Quaid. He presumed that gentleman was 
Alderman Quaid, of the Dublin Corporation.

Mr. Cosgrave said that personally he was. 
This matter affected the sufferings the 
of Dublin had indergone through the with- 
holding of materials to enable houses to be built: 
Alderman Quaid had on more than one occasion 
held up to criticism the action of the Corpora- 
tion, and this gentleman, who scattered charges 
of the kind, was the first against whom:a charge 
could be substantiated. He took exception to 
the vote of Alderman Quaid on the motion in 
question. 

Alderman McWalter suggested that the mate 
ter might be postponed. It was usual to give 
members an opportunity of being present to 
answer charges. 

Mr. Foley said that the time to have taken ex- 
ception to the vote was before the figures of the 
voting were declared. 

Mr. Cosgrave suggested that it was not pos- 
sible at the time to have the information which 
would enable exception to be taken to the vote. 

The Lord Mayor, on a point of order, ruled 
against the matter being brought forward. 

The Town Clerk said the matter could now 
only be raised in a court of law. 

Mr. Cosgrave-—He knows that we are not 
going there, so he is safe, unless he appears be- 
fore a court that we establish. 

The Lord Mayor said that they wonld give 
Alderman Quaid an opportunity of raising the 
question. 


THE VIGILANCE COMMITTEE AND 
THEATRES. 

A deputation waited on the Council from the 
Irish Vigilance Association in reference to the 
question bf inspection of perfortmances in the 
theatres. . The following formed the deputa-: 
tion :—Very Rev. J. 8. Sheehy, C.M., Deacon, 
All Hallows College; Rev. V. Byrne, 8.J.; bee. | 
B. Milleady, 0. D.C. Very Rev. Fr. Paul, 
O.8.F.0.; T. J. Deering, BE. McGough, J.P.; 
W. R. McGuirk, and A, J. Murray. 
Mr. T. J. Deering, speaking on behalf of tho 
deputation, said that it was not their intention 
to make any attack on the Council or the 
Public Health Committee, by whom they had al": 
ways been treated most sympathetically. It 
was admitted at once that the Corporation had 
no legal powers’ over theatres or music halls. 
The Corporation had appointed ‘two ledies as 
inspectors for the purpose of seeing that nothing 
indecent was produced. Of course, that must 
have been. an extra judicial~act, and they ad- 
mitted that the Corporation could not legally 
appoint inspectors. - Nevertheless the moral 
effect had’ been very great in reference to 
theatres, and with one qr two exceptions there 
had been very much improvement. The Vigil- 
ance Committee: having received a number of 
complaints appointed four voluntary . inspectors 
of their own to attend the theatres weekly. and 
report to them. To give one illustration their 
inspector reported to them with reference to 
four. songs by an artist in one theatre. The 
.manager of the theatre was communicated with, 
and -replied stating that- the songs were tainted. 
The Committee thén wrote to the Public Health 
Gommittee for a copy of the report of their 
inspector, and the answer was ‘that the report 
of the inspector conteined no allusion to this | 
particular item, which-even the manager said | 
was tainted. What the Vigilance Committee now 
wanted the Council to do was to find s means of 
strengthening their inspection. The Committeo 
were quite willing to appoint three or four of | 
their members to -act for the Corporation in 
that capacity and report direct to the Couneil. 
Mr. Foley mid that Mr. Deering had referred 
to a particular theatre, and he wished to know 
whether he was alluding to the Empire 
Theatre ? .

THE MILLIONS OFFER FOR HOUSING. 

Alderman Alfred Byrne said that a letter ro, 
ceived from the Development Syndicate had: 
been lying before them for the past five or six 
weeks. A resolution had. been passed, on the 
motion of Aljermen Thomas’ Kelly, which, for 
some reason or other, was considered unsatis- 
factory, and for a month they had heard no- 
thing. They read that Cork and Belfast were 
taking steps in the matter, but in Dublin ie 
seemed to be a doubt about it, and it, was for 
the purpose of bringing the matter to a head, 
and finding out whether the money was there, 
that he now asked for a discussion, and moved 
that the Standing Orders be suspended for that 
purpose. 

The Standing Orders having been suspended, 

The Town Clerk read two letters from Alder- 
man J. J. Kelly in connection with the National 
Development Company's proposed loan for hous- 
ing. The letters, which have been already pub- 
lished, stated that the trust was prepared te 
allocate -at once the full requirements of the 
Dublin Corporation for housing--namely, ten or 
twelve millions; but that if only one million was 
asked for that would be the limit of the allo- | 
cation, and he feared it would not be easy to | 
have the rhatter re-opened for a larger sum. 

Alderman T. Kelly said that he did not see 
anything to justify the Council in changing their 
mind in connection with the resolution passed 
at their previons meeting, and he hoped there 
would be no interference with it. This might 
be a genuine offer, and it might not. “ , There 
are men,” continued Alderman Kelly, “ going 
about Dublin, talking about millions, ‘and I 
know they have not the price of a smoke.” 
(Laughter.) They wanted the matter practicaily 
tested. He received a letier from Alderman J. 
J. Kelly, dated 22nd August, practically the 
same as the letter read at the Corporation meet- 
“ing five weeks ago. ‘In that letter, it was stated 
that there were 150 millichs to be used. for 
housing in Ireland, and that they wanted to 
get the matier closed by the following week, as 
two of the trustees were going back to America, 
and time was the essence of everything. The 
matter came before the. Corporation, and they 
passed the resolution asking that a. million 
thould be lodged with the Treasurers of the Cor- 
poration, Half of that they could use right 
away, without any legal formality, in putting up 
bricks and mortar in the Fairbrothers Fields 
building scheme. Tó spend ten or twelve mil- 
lions would be a matter of a number of years. 
The million pounds had not been lodged yet. 
They could not deal with ten millions right 
They could not mortgage the city twenty- 
five or thirty years to anyone. They had only 
powers fo borrow money as they required actu- 
ally to spend it. Why could not these people 
put down the million? They should be kept to 
their bargain. The Corporation stated their 
wants in plain language. 
declared, “is a million, and if there’ is money 
in this show, let us have the ‘million.’ He 
moved that the resolution passed at-the former 
meeting be reiterated. 

Mr. Doyle seconded. 

Mr. J. 8. Kelly said that he was determined. 
to ace whether the money was there or not. 

Mr. Beattie said that a resolution had been 
passed in favour of accepting a million. They 
wanted that, and were waiting for it. No other 
proposal was going to be made now, as it might 
give these gentlemen & loophole to say some- 
thing- else. 

Alderman Farrell said that, if the Corporation 
had hesitated about applying for the money, 
people might blame them. Some people thought 
that Belfast and Cork were taking advantage 
of the opportunity, and that Dublin had neg- | 
lected it.' So far as he was aware; neither Rel- 
fast nor Cork-had got a penny. 

Mr. Foley ead that, so far, there was no 
justification for pessimixtie notions as to the 
money. No purpose would be served by throw- 
ing mud on these people. There should be no 
difficulty in‘gotting the names of: ‘those who were 
behind the syndicate. . 

Alderman, Corrigan said that it was a business

WIDER ASPECTS OF THE

Referring to the after-effects of the strike, 
, [he Times says :—It is not the first test of the 
kind that we have passed through this year, but

dangerous. The fact that we have passed it 
with credit will have the more effect abroad. 
The danger was closer than most people 
realised, and that has been, perhapa, one source 
of strength, for stolidity has ite value as well as 
common-sense. Mr. Lloyd George attributed the 
grike to an “anarchist conspiracy.”

; spondence which members received from their 
constituents was in many overwhelming, 
and the strain upon the physical enduratce of 
members who had to atteed Committees and 
the sittings of the House, often into late hours, 
was very great. There was a great deal of talk 
for talks sake in the House, and it. was very 
dificult for some member® like himsel , to 
bring forward questions in which they were 
deeply interested. The fact was, the House was 
not equal to the volaum® of business which it 
had to do, and often votes involving millions 
of money were rushed through in the most per- 
functory way, The whole thing impressed him 
with the necessity for making some change in 
the mode of dealing with the business. 

The Chairman thahked Sir Maurice for his 
interesting address, and added that “the mem- 
ber for Dublin,” during his short time in the 
House of Cr mmons, had given better service to 
Dublin and to Irish affairs than had been given 
to them for a long period prior to his election. 
They were all proud of Sir Maurice Deckrell. 
(Aprlause.) 

Mr. Redmond, a Rotarian, said that he hoped

ACTION OF DUBLIN CHAMBER 
OF COMMERCE. 


A meeting of the Council of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce was held-yesterday. Mr. 
William Wallace, J.P., President, occupied the 
chair, and there were also p Mesers. John 


W, Booth, J.P., and Andrew Jameson, D-L. 

On 8th September the Council hed under com 
sideration the lack of facilities provided for the 
convenience of the travelling public between 
Kingstown and Holyhead, and. they then 
adopted the following resolution :—“In view of: 
the numerous complaints that have beon made 
by members and others, the Council of the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce is sttongly of 
opinion that the time has now arrived when the 
war-time arrangegnents at Holyhead and Kings- 
town, which inflict grave hardships on the 
travelling public, shonki be discontinued, and 
proper facilities provided for passengers. Also, 
that special arrangements should be made for 
the transport of large numbers of troops, and, 
if necessary, an additional boat should be pro- 
vided for this purpose, thus reducing the pres- 
sure on the ordinary. passenger service, which is 
too congested.” 

This resolution was sent to the Director of 
Crose-Channel Transportation, the War Office, 
the City of Dublin Steam Packet Company, the 
Postmaster-General, and the Admiralty, and the

PAYMENTS TO REPRESENTATIVES OF 
DECEASED OFFICERS AND MEN. 

We are ollicially informed that the war 
gratuity granted in Decembdr last has now 
been issued to the legal representatives of over 
170,000" officers and men who died in the war. 
The cases of all officers and men who died on or 
before Slat December, 1916, have now . been 
taken in hand, and, if the representatives of 
any of these who died on or before that date 
have not already received a communication 
from the War Office on the subject of 
gratuity, they should send particulars at once: 
to the Secretary, War Office, Imperial Institute, 
London, 8.W.7, Until further notice no applice 
tion should be made in respect of offfeers or 
men who died after Sist Deeember, 1916. : 

As numerous applications are still being re 
ceived from representatives of officers who were 
-appointed direct to temporary commissions, it 
is again pointed out thet auch officers are en: 
titled only to the gratuity iswuable under th 
Royal Warrant for pay, and this gratuity is 
paid when tite officer's balances are issued. Ia 
viow of the witespread misapprehension on the 
subject, attention is aleo called to the fect that 
under the . Royal Warrant of the 7th 
December, 1918, the war gratuity, except in the 
case of a soldior serving-in the Regalar Army 
for a normal period of service, “ includes any 
gratuity admissible in Vesneet of the period of 
wat service under Articles 1,117 and 1,118 of 
the Royal Warrant for’ Pay, or under a similar 
regulation.” The latter gratuity is credited 
to a deceased soldier's estate, with any balance 
of pay on closing his account. shereteps, in 
cases where the estate wae distributed before 
the issue of the war gratuity authorised is 
December last, the amount now remaining for 
payment in respect of the wart gratuity is the 
total war gratuity under the Reyal Warrant 
17th December, 1918 less the amount of the 
gratuity under the Royal Warrant for Pay ab 
ready eredited to the estate.
